J. M. Finn has written in 
reference to putting on the Victoria 
minstrels during the week of sport, but 
states that the company would not per- 
form if a local burnt cork organization 
had arranged to do so. The Vancouver 
Lacrosse Minstrels have engaged the 
Opera house for two nights during the 
first week in September. A prize will 
be given to the lirst fisherman who ar- 
rives from Steveston in his boat under 
Bail. All competitors to start at once. 
Mr. Suckling left for Victoria to-day to 
arrange for the trophy lacrosse com pet i 
tion. Itia said by local yachtsmen that 
the races here on the tirst day of the 
carnival will be the best ever held on 
the Pacilic coast. Victoria ami the 
.Sound will he well represented. 

The carnival committee could not help 
the jockey club meet as requested, as all 
the available funds had been appropri- 
ated. The jockey club then undertook 
to hold the meet any way and at a meet- 
ing last night decided to offer $1,475 in 
prizes. Entry blanks will be issued on 
Wednesday. A good string of Victoria 
horses is looked for. The meet will at- 
tract a number of visitors to the carnival 
who otherwise would not come, and 
the carnival committee are grateful to 
the jockey club for not urging their just 
claims on the committee at this late 
hour when funds are not available. The 
city council have decided to forego all 
advantages from the meet to assist the 
jockev club. 

The funeral of W. H. Denis, the late 
horseman, was very largely attended, 
thirty-five carriages being in line. The 
floral tributes were very numerous. The 
Vancouver jockey club sent their last 
token of friendship in the shape "of a 
floral offering in the form of a horseshoe.

(ieorge's Home, Montreal, but has no 
money, and one named Howard, whose 
husband has deserted her and left her 
destitute.

In a few days Trail will have water- 
works in active operation. 

J. A. Mara, ex-M.P., is managing the 
business of the C. & K. S. N. Co. in the 
absence of Captain Troup. 

A correspondent pronounces the R. G. 
Sovereign claim, near Trail, as one of 
the most promising claims in that dis- 
trict. It is under bond for $35,000 and 
being worked by Gen. Charles S. War- 
ren, of Butte, Montana. The showing 
is very good. The shaft ie down 35 feet 
in solid ore, the general average being 
$10.40. 

At the smelter matters are progressing 
satisfactorily.

A By-Law 



Regulating the Use of Bicycles. 



The Municipal Council of the Corporation of 
thejCity of Victoria enacts os follows; 

See 1. No person shall carelessly or negli- 
gently ride or drive a bicycle upon or along any 
public street or highway, or at a rale of speed 
faster than eight miles per hour over or upon any 
street crossing or intersection, nor at any time 
without having a warning bell or whistle which 
must be sounded while approaching and passing 
overn street crossing or intersection, or when 
approaching pedestrians who may be on or 
passing over the roadway of any street. 

See. 2. No person shall ride or drive a bicycle 
upon or along the sidewalk of any public street 
or highway within the City. 

dec. 3. Any person u' ing or propelling a bicy- 
cle shall keep to the lelt of the centre of Ihe 
road, and when passing any other bicycle or 
vehicle other than a Dam ear, travelling in an 
opposite direction, shall puss to the left of such 
bicycle or vehicle 

See 4. Any person using or propelling a 1 [cy- 
cle when overtaking any other bicycle or vehi- 
cle, other than a tram-car, travelling in the 
sarr.e direction, shall pass to the right of the 
bicycle or vehicle. 

See. 5. Any person guilty of an Infraction of 
any of the provisions of this by-law shall be 
liable for a first offence to a penalty not exceed- 
ing three dollars, and for every subsequent 
offence to a penalty not exceeding ten dollars. 

Sec. IS. This bylaw may be cited as "The 
Bicycle Regulation By-Law, 1896."

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THE GOLD DEMOCRATS 



Deiiouncc the Proceedings and the 
Platform of the Chicago 
Convention. 



Members of the Party Called to Meet 
at Indianapolis on Sep- 
tember 2. 



Chicago, Aug. IS.— The executive 
committee of the National Democratic 
party of the United States has issued a 
call for a national convention to be held 
at Indianapolis on September 2. Hav- 
ing reviewed the record of the party, 
— the only existing party organization 
with a record extending back to the 
birth of the Rapublic, whose creed it 
thoroughly endorses and eulogizes — it 
denounces the proceedings and many fea- 
tures of the platform endorsed by the 
Chicago convention and continues: 

" The platform proposes to degrade the 
coin of the United States by means of 
the free, unlimited and independent 
coinage of silver by our government, and 
by the exercise of the power of the na- 
tion to compel the acceptance of depre- 
ciated coins at their nominal value, 
thereby working an injustice to credit- 
ors, defrauding the laborer of a large 
part of his earnings and savings, rob- 
bing pensioner soldiers of a part of 
their pensions, contracting the currency 
by the expulsion of gold from circula- 
tion, and injuring, if not destroying, 
domestic and foreign commerce. While 
professing to advocate a policy of 
bi-metallism, it censures the present 
Democratic administration for maintain- 
ing the parity of gold and silver. It pro- 
poses to reduce this country to a condi- 
tion of Bilver mono-metallism, with its 
vacillating and unreliable standard of 
values, and tends to bring the farmer, 
the wage-earner and the salaried men to 
the wretched condition of the same 
classed in countries in which the silver 
standard prevails and where the rewards 
of agriculture and labor are lower than' 
anywhere else in the world. With what 
seems to be a deliberate attempt to mis- 
lead the people, it asserts that by the 
coinage act of 1ST:! the United States 
abandoned the use of silver as money, 
and that gold has appreciated and com- 
modities have fallen in price solely by 
reason of this legislation. It ignores the 
fact that the prices of commodities have 
fallen because of the enlarged use of 
labor-saving machinery, increased pro- 
duction and resulting competition. It 
suppresses the fact that a potent reason 
for the decline in the price of silver has 
been the discovery of new and cheaply 
worked mines, resulting in an enormous 
increase in its production. 

" Instead of recognizing these facts, it 
appeals to the prejudice of the people. 
It demands the free coinage of silver at 
the arbitrary and fictitious ratio of 16 to 
1, although the ratio est a bushed in the 
world's market is about o'i to 1, and al- 
though neither experience nor reason 
warrants the belief that the commercial 
ratio between the metals can be reduced 
by the action of the government to any 
ratio even approximating that proposed. 
It threatens in certain contingencies to 
increase to an unlimited txtent the 
volume of legal tenders issued by the 
federal government, the ultimate etlect 
of which would be to force the with- 
drawal of all coin from circulation and 
to compel public and private business 
to be transacted in depreciated paper cur- 
rency, constantly fluctuating in value, and 
to invite the ruin and confusion that have 
always followed the adoption of such a 
policy. Its declarations invite and have 
almost produced a financial panic;, and 
many of its exponents announce that to 
accomplish their purpose they are pre- 
pared to involve the country in a disas- 
ter comparable to nothing in Its history 
Bave the calamity of the civil war. 

" It assails the independence of the 
judiciary by a covert threat to reorgan- 
ize the courts whenever their decisions 
contravene the decrees of the party cau- 
cus. It seeks to allure office seekers and 
Spoilsmen to its support liy attacking the 
existing civil service laws, which good 
men of all parties have labored so long 
to establish ami to extend to all depart- 
ments of pub ic service. 

" The Chicago convention, having thus 
departed from recognized Democratic 
principles and promulgated doctrines 
new and strange to the Democracy, all 
Domocrats are absolved from obligation 
to support its programme. More than 
this, as the doctrines announced are 
destructive of the national honor and 
private obligations and tend to create 
sectional and class distinctions and en- 
gender discord and strife among the 
people, all good citizens of the republic 
are bound to repudiate them and exert 
every lawful means to insure the defeat 
of the candidates that represent those 
false doctrines. Democrats are told that 
they must accept the platform enuncia- 
ted and the ticket nominated at Chicago 
because submission to the will of the 
majority is a fundamental principle of 
Democracy. It is true that when »• ma- 
jority of the people have expressed the ir 
will at a legal election the will of Bucti 
majority must he respected and obeyed. 
This is essential to the peace and exist- 
ence of the nation. But it is a mon- 
strous perversion of thia doctrine to ap- 
ply it to a political party which exists 
only by virtue of a common voluntary 
assent to its principles. 

" When a Democratic convention de- 
parts from the principles o( the party no 
Democrat remains under any moral ob- 
ligation to support its action, nor is 
there any tradition of the party that re- 
quires him to do so. On the contrary, 
it is evidence of general weakness for 
any free man to votu to enforce policies 
which, in his opinion, are inimical 
to the welfare of the people or 
to the integrity of the nation. The 
duty of the hour is to stand steadfast in 
tbo defence of our ancient faith. In this 
crisis there is nt stake more than the 
possibility of temporary victory. The 
honor and perpetuity of the Democratic 
party are at stake. A political organiza- 
tion that is untrue to itself, its princi- 
ples, its history and traditions, is dis- 
graced and dishonored. The existence 
of our great historical party, that has 
withstood tbo assaults of every force, is 
threatened by reason of the recreancy of 
many of its members. That this party 
as we have known it, may notdie,let the 
faithful of years rally around its historic 
banner, re-form its broken lines, and, 
with abiding faith in the final triumph 
of its principles, unite to restore the 



name Democrat to its former meaning 
and proud distinction, 

"To thi8end we request all Democrats 
who are opposed to ; lie platform adopted 
and the candidates nominated at Chica- 
go to organize in their several status and 
to send representatives to the con vention 
of the National Democrat pnrtv to be 
held at Indianapolis on Wednesday, 
September 2, 189(>, in accordance with 
the call heretofore issued by the nation- 
al committee." 

The call is signed by W, D. Bynnm, 
chairman, and the other members of the 
executive committee.

Discussion in Spanish Chamber of Deputies 
—A Policy of Caution and Prudence 
Advised. 

Madrid, Aug. 17. — In the chamber of 
deputies to-d;iy Seuor Canovas, president 
of the council, denied the statement that 
the Duke of Tettum, minister of foreign 
ifiairs, had read to Mr. Hannis Taylor, 
the U. S. minister to Spain, a proposed 
circular to the powers with refer- 
ence to certain speeches in the U. S. 
Senate. He concluded by advising a 
policy of prudence at the present time 
since an explosion of feeling would he 
disastrous, Senator Mello, one of the 
Carlist deputies, made a brief speech 
censuring the Spanish government for 
its failures to prevent filibustering ex- 
peditions from America landing in Cuba. 
To this Senor Canovas replied, adding 
that Spain should not rely on any al- 
liance, but rather upon her own re- 
sources, to retain Cuba.

Admiral Beanlslee's Successor— The

Steamer Maude yesterday completed 
what will probably he her last regular 
voyage on the West Coast route, bring- 
ing to Victoria a light freight, but quite 
a number of passengers— among them 
the following: Mrs. Raitt, from Alber- 
ni; F. A. Ellis, from Kyuquot; J. Ged- 
des and J. Larkin, from Nootka; T. 
Stockham, from Clayoquot; Rev. Mes- 
srs. Swartout and Mackay, from Uelue- 
let; J. Braden, M.P.P., J. Williams, J. 
Hepburn, W. Robinson, A. McDonald 
and J. Roach, from Copper island ; Rev. 
Mr. Stone and C.Netherby, from Olay- 
oose; and V. Robinson and J.J. Raird, 
from Port San Juan. After landing 
these passengers and discharging her 
Victoria freight, the Maude yesterday 
took round to Esquimalt a considerable 
quantity of naval stores, and afterwards 
delivered at the chemical works recent- 
ly arrived raw materials for that manu- 
factory. It is expected that the Maude's 
crew will to-day be transferred in a body 
to the Tees, which line new vessel leaves 
on her initial trip in the West Coast 
service on Friday evening. Already a 
number of Victoria business men who 
have interests in the Alberni mines have 
decided to celebrate the occasion by 
paying a visit to these much talked of 
properties, and for their accommodation 
a stay of 36 hours will be made at Al- 
berni. There is every probability that 
the Victoria visitors will arrive at Al- 
berni in time to witness the first clean- 
up at the Duke of York. 

UNDER TUB BRITISH FLAG. 

Captain Kidson, of the just arrived 
Alaska steamer Portland, in speaking to 
a Post-Intelligencer reporter of his 
Northern experience and of the sealers 
now in Behring sea, said " there were 
about 75 schooners there and all floated 
the Canadian (lag, whether American 
vessels or not. The reason for this was 
found in the many privileges allowed a 
British vessel. Their arms are not sealed 
up as is done with American sealers and 
they are not subjected to such close 
watch by the revenue cutters. The cap- 
tain considered it dangerous for a small 
crew of unarmed while men to go off 
sealing with an Indian crew numbering 
in most cases over thirty." 

TUH TROUBLES OF SHIPPING MEN. 

" Word has been received from Che- 
mainus," says the Nanaimo Free Press, 
" that the crew of the British bark Jes- 
sie Osborne, Capt. Page, which is load- 
ing there for Gerald ton, have deserted. 
The American bark Alex. McNeill, Capt.

TO SUCCEED ADMIRAL BEARD8LEE. 

A dispatch from Vallejo announces 
that Admiral Beardslee's sea duty will 
expire next month. He is now on the 
flagship Philadelphia in command of the 
fleet at Puget Sound, which is about to 
carry out a programme of naval manoju- 
vres. It is not thought that Secretary 
Herbert will relieve him before late in 
the fall. Those mentioned to succeed 
him are Rear-Admiral Ramsey, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation ; Commodore 
George Dewey, and Captain H. L. How- 
ison of the Oregon, who will shortly be 
promoted to the rank of commodore. 
for Tin: halibut trade. 

The New England Fishing Co. is un- 
derstood to have chartered the steamer 
Thistle with the intention of adding her 
to their Meet, already including the 
Coquitlam and Capilano, employed in 
carrying halibut from the banks to Van- 
couver for Eastern shipment. The 
Thistle, which is well adapted for this 
service, has performed it in the past for 
the Victoria Fishing Co., and they are 
now looking for another vessel to take 
the Thistle's place, ft is quite possible 
that the Maude will be engaged.

The Active is expected to arrive over 
from Burrard inlet, this morning with 
the ship Bolivia, the latter beingordered 
on the marine railway for survey. 

Schooner Floyburg, from Port An- 
geles, yesterday brought in about four 
tons of halibut and other favorite table 
fish for the local market. 
. The steamship Willapa has a full 
freight and a large number of passengers 
on lier present voyage to the North land. 

Steamer Queen will carry a coal eurgo 
from Departure Bay on her return to 
San Francisco.

BLAKE FUR LEADER. 

The Canadian Politician Named as a Possi- 
ble Consolidator of the Irish 
Factions. 

New York, Aug. IS. — A despatch to 
the World says that tho Canadian dele- 
gates to the Irish Pacific conference to 
bo held in Dublin have decided that 
Edward Blake should be chosen as tho 
leader and consolidator of the different 
Irish factions now represented in the 
parliament at Westminster. A leading 
Irish member says the feeling at home 
is bitter between the MeCarthyites and 
Parnellites and other sections of the 
home rulo party. On this account a 
leader should he chosen outside the 
ranks of Irishmen proper. Hon. Mr. 
Costigan, Archbishop Walsh and other 
notables are said to favor Mr. Blake a8 
leader for tho Irish parliamentary party. 



MINING MATTERS. 

Operations In and Around Fort Steele— The 
Moyer Group— Progress of Sandon. 

Contracts have been let for four new 
business blocks to be put up immedi- 
ately. 

The Sandon Waterworks and Light 
Company, composed of J. M. Harris and 
F. D. Kelley, baa its plant completed 
and tho town is supplied with abundance 
of water. A lire department has been 
organized and 800 feet of hose has been 
ordered. The electric light plant will be 
in operation in sixty days. 

It is said that there will bo four or five 
new concentrators built in or near San- 
don within the next eight or nine 
months. 

B. O. Van Houten is superintending 
development on the California, near 
Sandon. They now have a 120-foot tun- 
nel and IS inches of high grade ore. It 
is expected the mine will soon be a reg- 
ular shipper. 

A company is being organized to put 
in an electric light plant at Kaslo, and a 
system of waterworks will soon bo estab- 
lished. 

The new town of Cody is coming into 
notice. It is situated above Sandon, at 
tho point where tho concentrator for tho 
Noble Five is to be constructed. 

(From the Prospeo'or.) 

The Moyea group of mines is situated 
on the east side of tho Lower Moyea 
lake, distant about thirty miles from 
Fort Steele. The ledge was first discov- 
ered on the St. Eugene, where a largo 
body of galena was exposed to sight on 
the precipitous side of a clill" near tho 
top of the mountain, about 3,000 feet 
above tho surface of the lake. The lead 
is about ten feet in width, and assays 51 
ounces in silver and 05 per cent. lead. 

On the Queen of the Kills, Moyea and 
Lake Shore tunnels have been run in, 
striking the galena. The ledge on these 
claims has the same width as the St. 
Eugene. This group of mines is one of 
the most valuable in the district. 

The Neosha is situated at the head of 
Walliuger creek, surrounded by timber 
suitable for all mining purposes. The 
lead is a large one, covered by an iron 
cap, and about twenty-four feet be- 
tween walls. The ore is galena, assay 
returns giving 91 ounces in Bilver and $o 
in gold. 

On the east fork of Wild Horse creek, 
about ten miles from Fort Steele, we find 
three large properties, one culled tho 
Sweepstakes, located by Charles Elwood ; 
Maud S.,by H. L. Ammie; Nancy Hanks, 
by A. B. Grace. These three claims have 
the largest vein ol mineral discovered in 
the district and can he traced for a dis- 
tance of 4,000 feet. The ore is iron sul- 
phuretB, and assays average $17.80 to tho 
ton. 

The arastra at the Dardanelles was 
started up on Wednesday and ground up 
a ton of quartz. Everything worked 
nicely, and the owners are rawhiding the 
oro from the mine to the arasta. This 
experiment is attracting the attention of 
the owners of mining chums, and will be 
watched with interest.

To lj. til potatoes, have tho water boil- 
ing firs" and sligbtly salted. Cut oft the 
tips if th-ir cutis nnd threw ill to the 
boiliug water. VThou done, drain and 
shako, holding the cover down jlnulv. 
tiet buck vtpou the stove for e. niktuto, 
and they will bo dry and mealy. In the 
spring potatoes should stand in cold wa- 
ter :t few hours before, using. -Mashed 
potatoes look nrueh nicer when done 
w ith a patent masher. Baked potatoes 
nro improved by first boiling them 
(skint! on ) for lo minutes, then putting 
them into the oven. Always have a 
quick oven for baking potatoes and turn 
thom over once or twice while baking. 
A meat pie is far healthier if, instead ci 
the usual crust of rich pastry, a potato 
crust or cover is used. 

Many appetizing breakfast dishes arc 
prepared from cold boiled potatoes, 
among; which are tho following from 
Good Housekeeping, authority also foi 
the for going suggestions: 

Cold mashed potatoes may be molded 
into balls, then dipped into beaten egg 
and cracker crumbs. Fry in a basket i 1* 
a kettle of hot lard or drippings until a 
rich brown. Or potato scramble may be 
made by cutting cold boiled potato into 
dice, turning into hoi beef, chicken or 
turkey gravy, heating thoroughly and 
serving hot. 

Potato croquettes are made lis follows 
and are acceptable not only for break- 
fast, but for lunch : 

Two cupfnls of warm mashed pota- 
toes, one-quarter cupful of hot milk, 
beaten together until light; adda table- 
spoonful of melted butter, one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt, a pinch of mace or nut- 
meg and enough beaten egg to handle 
easily. Shape, dip into beaten egg and 
roll in sifted cracker crumbs. Fry in hot 
bird until nicely browned. Garnish 
with parsley. 

Decorated Flowerpots. 

Novelties in the way of fancy work 
have been few and far between in recent 
years, and readers will be glad to learn 
that a new and effective decoration for 
their drawing rooms has been shown re- 
cently at the Woman's Exchange, New- 
York.

CONVENTION OF IRISHMEN.

Bitterness of the Factions Unabated — The 
Convention Declared a Fraud— Riot- 
ing in Belfast. 

Drm, in', Aug, 18.— The preliminary 
meeting now being held in this city prior 
to the general convention of Irishmen 
indicates no cessation in the bitterness 
existing between the various factions/. 
At a meeting of the followers of '1'. M. 
Ilealy, Mr. Murphy, a fellow-member 
of parliament, presided. Mr. Murphy 
madea brief speech, and during the ad- 
dress declared : "The alleged convention 
called by John Dillon is a fraud. It is 
intended merely to ensnare the Ameri- 
ca!) delegates." 

T. M. Ilealy, who was present, also 
made a bitter attack upon John Dillon. 
Among other things Mr. Ilealy Baid : 
" The Irish party will never succeed 
with John Dillon at its head. The con- 
vention will utterly fail to effect a union 
of the Irish race." 

The scenes on the streets were excit- 
ing, many of the leaders narrowly es- 
caping personal injury. In the opposing 
meetings the speakers were constantly 
interrupted by groaaings, hissings anil 
Lootings. 

Belfast, Aug. 18. — The city is per- 
fectly quiet to-day and there is a total 
absence of excitement or any other out- 
ward trace of the rioting which occurred 
yesterday. Of the persons arrested for 
participation in yesterday's disturb- 
ances, two Nationalists were sentenced 
one to one month's imprisonment and 
the other to two months for assaulting 
the police, and ;t number were dis- 
charged with lines. 

U. S. ELECTIONS IN ENGLAND. 

The "Times" Considers it Would Be Rnsh 
to Endeavor to Predict 
the Results. 

London, Aug. 18.— The Times this 
morning publishes a long article upon 
election prospects in America, including 
copious extracts from and comments 
upon Coin's Financial School. In an 
editorial commenting upon the article it 
admits that it is rash to endeavor to pre- 
dict the results of the election, and it 
urges liepublicans to drop all abstract 
arguments and to endeavor to convince 
the working classes that they will lie 
the greatest eullerers by reason of any 
" financial juggling."

GRAVES AT A PREMIUM. 

Startling Facts in Connection With the 
Heated Term Experiences in 
New York. 

New York, Aug. IS. — Notwithstand- 
ing that largely increased forces of grave- 
diggers worked day and night, graves 
could not be supplied to fill the demand 
at the cemeteries on Sunday. There 
was also a shortage of hearses, and it 
was necessary to borrow from other cit- 
ies. There were 400 funerals in New 
York during the day, and over '200 in 
Brooklyn. Undertakers said the funer- 
als of Sunday would be more numerous 
than those of any other day of the last 
week, and that meant more numerous 
than in any other day in the history of 
this city. They were right. Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday saw more burials 
than any seven days of which cemetery 
bookkeepers can find a record. Those 
are startling facts, but these further 
facts are as notable. 

The number of children among the 
dead has never, in the hottest week of 
any year, been so small as last week; 
neither has the hottest week of any year 
seen so few burials of aged people. The 
average age of the persons interred in 
three principal cemeteries was 17 years. 
There were nearly twice as many women 
as men buried. 

Of the 1,081 persons who died in this 
city last week, nearly 500 died on Thorn 
day night, Friday ami Saturday. Be- 
cause of the difficulty of securing cask- 
ets, hearses and carriages, or even tin 
dertakers' services beyond the simplest 
and most necessary, nearly all the fun 
erals for that period were delayed until 
Sunday. 

Thirty-six hearses were borrowed from 
the adjoining towns of New Jersey, and 
twelve from Philadelphia. Several New 
York undertakers whose rush was over 
loaned hearses to their Brooklyn friends. 
Other hearses were added to Brooklyn's 
supply from Long Island towns, as there 
were nearly one-fourth of the week's ST!) 
dead in that city still unburied. The 
cost of funerals advanced about 20 per 
cent on Friday. 

So many graves had been called for 
that the force of nearly 300 men 
at Calvary had been increased by 
over 100 diggers, and the entire force 
had worked night and day. At 
the Lutheran cemetery the number of 
diggers had been nearly doubled, and 
even the number of graves completed 
was less than were needed. In con- 
sequence many bodies were placed in 
receiving vaults. All day Father Cos- 
tello stood in the tiny chapel at Holy 
Cross and pronounced benedictions for 
the dead. The funeral trains approached 
the chapel in double lines, the hearses 
massed around the entrance, where 
bearers waited with their burden and 
the weeping relatives until their turn to 
enter. 



.SITUATION STRAINED. 

Trouble Between the Kaiser, His Chancel- 
lor and the Minister for War. 

Berlin, Aug. 1". — The announcement 
that Gen. Bronsart von Schellendorf, the 
minister for war, has been relieved from 
office, and that he would be succeeded 
by Uen. von dossier, has startled the 
oolitical world. The war minister's dif- 
ference with the Emperor regarding the 
long-planned military trial reform has 
been a topic for discussion for a long 
time, and it was known that unless 
His Majesty acquiesced in Gen. 
von Schellendorf 'b view of the 
matter, which was also the view of the 
Imperial Chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, 
both intended to resign. It is under- 
stood, however, that Prince Hohenlohe 
will remain for tiie present in office 
unless new and sudden complications 
irise. The case of Gen. von Schellen- 
dorf is different. He has been anxious 
to retire for some time, and insisted 
noon resigning forthwith unless His 
Majesty agreed that the trial bill should 
be introduced in the reichstag during 
the autumn. The announcement that 
the General has been relieved from office 
is the Emperor's reply. Gen. von 
Schellendorf 's leave of aosence expired 
on July 31. 

London, Aug. 17. — A dispatch to the 
Post from Berlin refers to the interview 
between the Kaiser and Chancellor 
Hohenlohe, anil says the situation is as 
strained as ever, nobody being willing 
to venture a prophesy as to who will In; 
in office three weeks hence. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Ber- 
lin, says that it is staled that Admiral 
IMrpitz at the request of Emperor Wil- 
liam, has drawn up a bill which will 
be submitted to the reichstag demanding 
from 100,000,000 to 500,000,000 marks for 
naval purposes. It is added that Em- 
peror William recently discussed the 
matter with Prince Hohenlohe. The 
chancellor during the discussion inform- 
ed the Emperor that a majority in favor 
of the hill could only be secured if the 
promise of reform in all matters con- 
nected with military jurisdiction should 
be fulfilled. 



DOMINION POLITICS. 

Candidates Formally Nominated to Oppose 
Hon. Messrs. Paterson and Blair— 
Hon. Mr. Davies' Position. 

Owen Sound, Aug. IS.— Hon. William 
Paterson, Liberal, and James McLaugh- 
lin, Conservative, were nominated to- 
day for North Grey. 

Chaklottktown, P.E.I. , Aug. 18.— It 
is rumored here that should the protest 
against the Conservative for East 
Queen's succeed, Provincial Premier 
Peters will be the Liberal candidate, and 
if elected will take the place of Hon. Mr. 
Davies in the Dominion cabinet. Jt is 
not Btated why Mr. Davies should re- 
tire. 

Gagetown, Aug. 18. — At the nomina- 
tion held, Hon. A. G. Blair, Liberal, 
and K. D. VVilmot, Conservative, were 
nominated.

The Immense Wealth of the Prov- 
ince Appreciated by Men of 
Enterprise. 



A repiesentative of the Colonist hav- 
ing called on Mr. Molyneux St. John, 
who has recently returned from Eng- 
land, asked whether there was any phase 
of business there interesting to British 
Columbiana. Mr. St. John said that 
there was greater interest taken in Cana- 
dian matters generally than used to bo 
found, and a greater desire to invest 
money in Canada since the explosion in 
South Africa and the disturbance of 
thiiiL's in the United States. 

" What do they think of the gold fields 
of British Columbia?" was asked. 

" Englishmen," Mr. St. John replied, 
" are beginning to think that they are 
just what is wanted. What with the 
Venezuela scare and the silver disturb- 
ance in the Slates, they are afraid of 
venturing capital in either place, and, 
prompted by the London Times, are 
looking for investments and lields for 
speculation under the British Hag. At 
present no one will touch any new South 
African scheme ; the drought and gen- 
eral scarcity of water in West A list ralia 
makes the market shy of further plung- 
ing in that direction, ami the informa- 
tion recently acquired about British 
Columbia has caused a number of mon- 
eyed men to think that this province is 
the proper field to exploit." 

•' How has this been brought about?" 

" By talking and writing. British 
Columbia has had several of her people 
and other friends in London during the 
summer, and we have all been doing 
our best to make known the wealth of 
the country." 

" And you believe successfully?" 

" I am sure of it. It ia all a little new 
to the present generation, for the old- 
time rush here is quite forgotten now, 
and I found men otherwise well inform- 
ed much surprised to hear that there 
was gold in British Columbia, and some 
of them rather surprised to learn that 
British Columbia is a province of 
Canada." 

" Is it true that you represent one of 
the newly formed exploration companies 
of London?" 

•' Yes." 

" Which part of the province has 
taken them most?" 

" Cariboo was, so to speak, ahead for 
a time, because of the Cariboo and Horse- 
lly mines, which people in London heard 
of before much was said about Kootenay, 
but the latter is now attracting most 
attention." 

" Anything about Alberni?" 

" Not yet. No one is interested it it, 
and therefore little has been said about 
it. When there is something tangible 
from there then it will he easier to work 
it up. But I have no doubt that 
when the returns of this year are 
made known and the general richness of 
the country becomes known the Alberni 
district will be exploited as weli as any 
other. Of course, if bogus mines are 
floated on any catchpenny system a good 
deal of harm may be done to the general 
interest, but if the gold is here as we all 
believe, and in fact know it is, we shall 
he able to get the necessary capital in 
England to get it out." 



FIGHTING IN CRETE. 

The Islanders Want to Be Left Alone to 
Wipe Out the Turks. 

Constantinople, Aug. LS.— News from 
Crete says that serious lighting has 
taken place in the Apocorona district, at 
Tondea and elsewliere. 

Canea, Crete, Aug. IS. — Chossein Bey, 
a Mussu'man deputy, representing 
Canea, said in an interview: "We 
most sincerely hope that the sublime 
porte will not accept the proposition 
made by the Christian deputies, We 
Mussulmans would rather die than live 
under the conditions they seek to place 
upon us. I deny, and we 
all deny, that there is any 
truth in the stories floated by 
the Christians, that our soldier's 
are guilty of pillaging. There are sure 
to be reprisals, but Mussulmans are los- 
ing just as much as Christians. If we 
are left to ourselves we can settle the 
whole matter in a few months." 

In Athens the members of the Cretan 
committee said that all they wanted was 
to be left alone with the Turks, so as to 
be able lo wipe them out of existence. 
From the opoosite parties, therefore, it 
would appear as though the powers were 
unwelcome, and that Christians and 
Tut ks alike would prefer to he allowed 
to settle their differences as beat thev 
mi.dit between themselves. 

The archbishop primate was asked 
whether he could see any solution with- 
out war. He answered: "I fear not, 
unless there is a favorable reply from the 
Porte to the just demands of the Chris- 
tian people. There is too much bitter- 
ness existing between Christians and 
Turks for the animosity to be smoothed 
over." The archbishop parried a sug- 
gestion that such an attitude was con- 
trary to Christian teachings. Regarding 
the possible withdrawal of the powers he 
said : " Naturally, as the powers inter- 
fered unasked, we have the right to ex- 
pect that they will accomplish something 
for us, but the idea that when they have 
prevented Greece from helping us thev 
should desert us and leave us to the 
mercy of the Turks is grossly wrong, and 
I cannot think that they will do so." 

When he was asked what ho thought 
would be the possible result of war, his 
reply was : " With the help of Ood, and 
being left to ourselves, we would manage 
all right. So long as the powers leave 
us alone and Greece continues to supply 
cartridges and rilles, we can hold our 
own. As for myself, I do not propose 
going away, but remaining where Chris- 
tian duty calls me." When this con- 
versation was over, the archbishop, 
whose full title is Timotheus, metropoli- 
tan primate of Crote and exarch of all 
Europe, paid a visit to his refugees. He 
still has ilOO in the school of the archbis- 
hopric. 
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VENEZUELAN ARBITRATION. 

Coirfmehts on the Outlook for a Satisfactory 
Settlement of the Difficulty. 

Washington, D.C., Aug. 18. — Lord 
Salisbury from the first has insisted that 
the settled district was sovereign British 
soil which could not bo subjected to the 
judgment of arbitrators. Secretary 01- 
ney has urged that the omission of this 
settled portion from the arbitration 
would defeat the whole scope of the 
arbitration, ua the unsettled or worth- 
less sections were not what Venezuela 
contended for. The latest view of this 
phase was presented in a brief by Mr. 
Storrow, a lawyerof BoBton. TheStorrow 
brief was laid before the Venezuelan 
commission as a part of the Venezuelan 
case. Its line of argument was similar 
lo thai taken by the Secretary of State. 
Mr. Storrow pointed out that the " set- 
led district " was in fact but littlo set- 
tled, that the mini her of British colon- 
ists there was comparatively insignifi- 
cant, and that their "improvements," 
on which Lord Salisbury had laid ho 
much stress, were of the most meagre 
and primitive kind, and that the 
whole money value of existing 
British settlements, houses, etc., would 
be a comparatively small sum. From 
this the conclusion was drawn that these 
so called settled districts should not 
stand in the way of the adjustment of bo 
large a question. The further sugges- 
tion is made that a cash payment will he 
made for the improvements of the Brit- 
ish settlers in case Venezeulais awardetl 
the territory, but no reference is made 
as to who will pay the indemnity, al- 
though it is construed here to mean that 
Great Britain will mollify those of her 
subjects wdio are dispossessed. 

Bradford, Aug. IS. — Observer under- 
stands that, with the sanction of the 
Marquis of Salisbury, Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, British ambassador in Washington, 
who is now in this city, explained to Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt, opposition 
leader in the House of Commons, the 
full situation of affairs regarding the 
proposed arbitration prior to Mr. Bal- 
four's remarks on the subject in the 
House of Commons. In regard to the 
lands in dispute it says : "If they are 
held to belong to Venezuela British 
settlers are then entitled to withdraw 
and be compensated for whatever lossi b 
they may sustain by such withdrawal," 
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OYSTERS FOR THE COAST. 

The U. S. Authorities to Stock the Waters 
ot Oregon and Washington. 

PortTownsend, Aug. IS.— J. J. Brice, 
U.S. fish commissioner, has decided to 
stock suitable Oregon and Washington 
waters with Eastern oysters, being con- 
vinced that they will thrive on the coasts 
of these states, and he has notified Fish 
Commissioner James Crawford to this 
eflect. A shipment of Eastern oysters 
will be sent out this fall for distribution 
in the waters of Oregon and Washing- 
ton, and in the meantime Commissioner 
Crawford will- make a personal investi- 
gation to find a suitable location to 
plant them. 

There is no doubt in Mr. Crawford's 
mind that Eastern oysters will flourish 
in the waters of this state. Several years 
ago some Eastern oysters were planted 
in the waters of Gray'a harbor and 
Shoalwater bay, being thrown in among 
the local oyster beds on the coast, and 
the experiment was for three or four 
years thought to be a failure. In the 
fall of 189-1 the late Commissioner Mc- 
Donald came out to the Coastand super- 
intended the planting of eighty barrels 
of Eastern oysters in the waters of Wil- 
lapa bay. Prom reports received Com- 
missioner Crawford is of the opinion that 
the experiment is going to prove a com- 
plete success, although he says the beds 
have been so much disturbed that the 
growth oftbeoyBters has been very much 
interfered with. 

It is now about spawning time for 
1896, and Commissioner Crawford ex- 
pects to be able to report the successful 
termination of the experiment. In some 
parts of the hay of San Francisco, where 
Eastern oysters have been planted, the 
project has proven an entire success, 
and the oyster beds there are said to he 
alive with them. Commissioner Craw- 
ford intimates that he has his eye on 
the waters of Hood canal, in this 
vicinity, as perhaps the most suitable 
place in the Northwest for the propa- 
gation of Eastern oysters. 



SATOLLI'S SUCCESSOR. 

Appointment of Dr. Martinelli Semi- 
officially Confirmed. 

Washington, Aug. 18. — The reported 
appointment of Father Martinelli as suc- 
cessor to Cardinal Satolli, papal delegate 
to the United States, lias been confirmed 
by Dr. Roker, secretary of the legation, 
who has just returned from his vacation. 
He says there will be no official notifi- 
cation of the change until the now dele- 
gate arrives.
